Introduction 


The present volume abstracts and synthesizes from certain books regarded as 
standard references in the field those aspects of behavior which are assumed to 
be related to clinical psychological test productions. 

The purpose of such a survey is (1) to provide a rapid useful reference source 
for both students and experienced practitioners who make inferences from psy- 
chological test data; (2) to systematize and integrate in one source interpretative 
material from a variety of recognized authorities in the area of clinical psycho- 
logical testing; and (3) insofar as feasible to make uniform concepts utilized by 
different authors in a comparable way but so expressed as often to obscure the 
intrinsic similarity of the referents used. 

It was originally contemplated that all the relevant basic reference books 
would be employed; this remains an objective for future volumes or an expanded 
edition of the present volume. The magnitude of the material compiled at this 
writing and the time required for abstraction, organization, and cross-indexing of 
the pertinent material in each source examined currently limits the references 
used in this edition to the following unquestionably preeminent works: Psycho- 
diagnostics, by Herman Rorschach; Personality Projection in the Drawing of the 
Human Figure, by Karen Machover; Rorschach Interpretation: Advanced Tech- 
nique, by Leslie Phillips and Joseph G. Smith; Diagnostic Psychological Testing, 
by David Rapaport, Morton M. Gilland, and Roy Schafer; The Clinical Applica- 
tion of Projective Drawings, by Emanuel F. Hammer and contributors; The Hutt 
Adaptation of the Bender-Gestalt Test, by Max L. Hutt: A Visual Motor Gestalt 
Test and its Clinical Use, by Lauretta Bender; Evaluation of the Bender-Gestalt 
Test, by Alexander Tolor and Herbert C. Schulberg; Rorschach’s Test, Volumes 
Il and III, by Samuel J. Beck; The Rorschach Technique and Developments 
in the Rorschach Technique, Volumes I and II, by Bruno Klopfer, Mary D. 
Ainsworth, Walter G. Klopfer, and Robert R. Holt; The Clinical Application of 
Psychological Tests and Psychoanalytic Interpretation in Rorschach Testing, by 
Roy Schafer; and chapters by various authors in An Introduction to Projective 
Techniques, by Harold H. and G. L. Anderson. Full citations for each of these 
are contained in the Bibliography at the end of the book, which also contains 
the code used for identifying the source in the text. 

The author is well aware that this aggregation hardly exhausts the many 
authoritative texts which are also excellent references in the field and which are 
planned for inclusion later. For the moment, the foundation provided by the 
cited reference volumes must suffice. 

To integrate the descriptive concepts from such diverse sources, it was essential 
to standardize three areas of approach. The first of these was the nomenclature 
used for diagnostic syndromes; the second was that for Rorschach Scoring catego- 
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ries and symbols; the third was the terms employed to designate traits and 
behavioral attributes whenever the language of the reference source lacked brevity 
or clarity out of its original context. 

In all instances the author's solution was as personal as it was pragmatic. For 
diagnostic syndromes the American Psychiatric Association’s Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual of the Mental Disorders, Second Edition (DSM-II), was used 
as the criterion, with syndrome nomenclature from DSM-I (first edition of the 
manual) equated to the second edition in accord with the position contained in 
the author’s Clinical Psychological Tests in Psychiatric and Medical Practice (see 
Bibliography). For Rorschach scoring categories the basic system chosen was 
Beck's, since it seemed the best defined and least ambiguous. In the context of 
the Beck system were incorporated features of other systems that provide 
clinical interpretation and scoring conveniences which seemed to the author to 
supplement or improve upon some aspects of the Beck procedure. Scoring 
symbols employed in non-Beck systems are transposed to Beck symbols where 
this procedure is feasible as a result of the symbols’ possessing logically compa- 
rable referents. Variations not encountered in some reasonable alternative guise 
in the Beck system were excluded, not to excommunicate them but simply be- 
cause they could not be incorporated in the cross-reference scheme utilized. A 


table in the appendix presents the transpositions of non-Beck symbols to the 
Beck system and inclusion of symbols extending or modifying the system as 
indicated above.* 


The third problem is that of selection of trait name and behavioral attribute 
designations which are both clinically meaningful and inclusive enough to be 


used synonymously for the diverse descriptive terminology encountered in the 
reference sources, 
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reference sources, and in so doing to concoct a mélange of incompatible and 
inconsistent conclusions with minimal relevance to the dynamic subtleties pre- 
sented by the subject’s test performance. It is the way in which both consis- 
tencies and incongruities are accounted for that determines the validity of the 
conclusions drawn from psychological test data. The theoretical context, 
methodological rationale, and experimental evidence presented by the authorita- 
tive sources in the field are a necessary background to clinical test procedure. A 
professional should always begin and never end with basic reference sources: but 
without familiarity with both their content and their context, he can hardly 
question antecedents in his discipline. Hence the insistence upon the necessity 
for this compilation to function as a convenient reference and not to substitute 
for basic reference sources, the essence of which it can at best only incidentally 
suggest. 

Each section of the present volume pertains to a particular test in the basic 
clinical test battery: the Bender-Gestalt, Human Figure Drawing, WAIS, and 
Rorschach, in the order named. Within each section the components or deter- 
minants of a particular test considered are indicated alphabetically in subheadings. 
Interpretations of the response from the various reference sources appear in 
adjacent columns, followed by identification of the source in question. The 
abbreviated names used, together with their source, are contained in the table in 
the appendix. This is Volume I of the book. Volume II will bring together in 
summary form the diagnostic syndromes or behavioral attributes suggested by 
test responses. It will list such syndromes or attributes first, followed by the test 
responses which suggest them, the reverse order of Volume I. Thus, for instance, 
catatonic schizophrenia or passive aggressive personality would appear in Volume 
Il as a main category heading, followed by a compilation of test data considered 
by the reference sources to suggest the behavioral syndromes on traits in ques- 
tion. Volume II therefore will be a reorganization of the material in Volume I, 
arranged alphabetically by test involved as in the present volume. 

The terms “increment” and “decrement” are to be understood as the degree to 
which the determinant or response tends to exceed the norm, which is cited in 
the “norms” category of each section or may be found in the reference sources. 
The term is of course relative. For sex content, increment, for instance, might 
be more than one such response, while for animal content it might pertain to 50 
percent or more of the total response. The other designations used and departure 
from customary procedure are either self-explanatory or discussed in the table of 
symbols and scoring equivalents in the appendix.
